The beauty, fragrance, easy culture and adaptation of the Hyacinth havejustly merited for it the 
appellation of Domestic Flower. It is adapted for cultivation in pots and glasses, in the house or in 
beds, patches, edgings or ribbons in the open air. It grows freely in almost any medium capable 
of retaining moisture, and will generally produce as fine spikes of bloom when grown in sand, 
moss or water as when planted in the richest compost. They may begrown in vases, bowls, 
dishes, cornucopias, &c., of whatever shape, or form, from the small ornament that will hold a 
Crocus, to the large faraily puuch-bowl capable of growing a dozen Hyacinths, &c. These with 
succe§$sional plantings may be made so many connecting links between the glorious autumn and 
the lovely spring. 

Wire and rustic work also lined or not with zinc, and filled with moss, will grow bulbs to per- 
ection. 

- Zine, which can readily be formed into any device, may be made to occupy the whole front of a 
sitting-room window, and if jilled with moss or sand according to taste or convenience, and 
planted with Hyacinths, Crocuses, Snowdrops, ‘'ulips, Polyanthus and Narcissus, would in itself 
form a complete miniature winter flower garden. 

The Dutch have another very interesting mode of culture: they take a flat dish, either crystal 
or porcelain, about the depth of a soup plate, and according to its size, place 3, 6,9 or 12 strong, 
healthy bulbs in about half an inch of water. Ina few days the roots begin to spread out hort- 
zoutally, and so clasp each other that in the course of a few weeks they form a natura! support 
for the group. The bulbs may or may not be covered with moss. 


Time of Planting. 


Select such as show a disposition to start, for the first planting, say about the middle of Sep- 
tember. Successive plantings may be made fortnightly until the first of January. Your first 
plantings will then be in bloom about Christmas, and your last in May. 

From the middle of October to the end of November is early enough for planting out of doors. 
By covering the ground with straw or stable manure to Keep the frost out, they may be success- 
fully planted as late as January. 

After the early part of December, Hyacinths intended for glasses would flower better if first 
planted in pots, and when half grown turned out and the roots freed from the soil, which is easily 
done in tepid water, and afterwards grown in glasses as intended. 


Soils. 


When the highest cultivation in pots is aimed at, the compost should be light and rich. If the 
loam be not light and sandy, add nearly one part of silver sand, or other pure sand rather gritty. 
If the-compost is inuch richer, the bulbs are apt to be injured by mould and disease. For a bed 
of first-rate kinds out of doors, remove the natural soil, if at all adhesive, to the depth of at least 
one foot; dig the bottom well, incorporating a little leaf mould, fill up eight inches with compost, 
and, when settled, arrange the bulbs eight inches apart; place a handful of sand around each, and 
then cover fourinches. For amere flower-garden display, trench the bed eighteen inches deep, 
adding rotten leaf-mould, or very rotten hot-bed dung and some sand, according to the consist- 
ence of the soil and plant as above. 


Culture of the Hyacinth in Moss. 


Tf the ornam:2nt used be without means of drainage, cleanse the moss from impurities and place 
it loosely in the vessel,on which plant the Hyacinths and other bulbs, covering them with the 
greenest of the moss, then moisten the whole—which must be repeated atleast two or three 
times a week, according to the temperatureoftheroom. Ifa flower-pot be used, place at the bot- 
tom a piece of potsherd and treat as above, except that the moss need not be cleansed, and water 
pons ze — more freely. For the sake of appearance, occasionally change the moss which cov- 
ers &.

Culture of the Hyacinth in Sand. 


Take a china bowl, glass dish, vase, orin fact, anything of an ornamental character, capable of 
containing moisture, fill if with sand in the shape ofa pyramid. In the centre, planta Hyacinth, 
and at equal distances round the sides plant three or more, according to the size of the vessel, fill- 
ing up the spaces between with Crocus, Snow-drops, Dwarf Tulips, Jonquils, or a mixture of all. 
In planting, the bulbs should be carefully pushed into the sand, allowing the top alone to be seen. 
The vessel should then be immersed in a bucket of water for about five minutes, in order to fix 
the bulbs in their position. The bath must be repeated once a week, or oftener if required, for on 
no account should the sand be allowed to get dry. Place it in the dark for a fortnight, and after- 
wards in any COOL, WELL-LIGHTED, AIRY room, 


: Culture of the Hyacinth in Pots. 


There are few, if any, bulbs which seem so well adapted to pot-culture, or which may be reared 
with equal success, as the Hyacinth; and certainly there are few which afford more gratification in 
their management. They will grow inalmostany light sandy soil; butjust in proportion as this is 
adapted to the plant will the perfection of their culture be attained ; and that which should be 
made use of, we have already given in a previous paragraph. 

The pots, to bloom them in their greatest beauty, should be seven inches in diameter, and the 
same in depth ; but they will grow and bloom well in smaller pots, say, four or five inches in di- 
ameter; only one bulb should be planted in a pot. But, where there is little room to spare, three 
bulbs may be planted in the larger size. Punt over the hole in the bottom of the pot a good drain- 
age, half an inch or more in depth, and on this a handful of leaf-mould, very old cow manure, or 
the coarse part of the compost; then add the prepared soil, filling up the pot to within an inch of 
the top. On this place the bulb, covering it with soil so as to leave only the crown of the bulb 
above it; press the earth in moderately firm, and give the pot two or three gentle knocks on the 
bottom, to settle the soil, and finish with a good watering. Then select adry spot in the open 
ground, where they can be protected with a hot-bed frame; plunge the pots three or four inches 
deep, and cover them to the depth of four or six inches with leaf-mould, light sandy soil, or, if 
neither are convenient, common sand will do, the object being to prevent the tops from pushing 
until the roots have made a vigorousgrowth. If planted in October they may remain here till the 
middle of November, when they may be taken up, the pots washed, neatly surfaced over, and re- 
moved to the parlor or green-house, watering them sparingly at first, but increasing the quantity 
as the flower-stems advance; gradually inuring them to the sun, as the foliage will be white and 
blanched after remaining so long in the ground, and, if too suddenly exposed to strong light, 
might be injured. As the fiowers expand, 2 saucer may be placed under each pot, which may be 
kept filled with water until the flowers begin to decay, when the watering should be lessened and 
gradually withheld altogether. 

Successive plantings may be made every two or three weeks till Christmas, and treated in the 
same manner, guarding, however against frost, when they are placed in a frame, by a good thick 
covering of leaves, seaweed, or old hay, and covering them with boards or sashes to keep off the 
rain or snow. When there are only a few pots, they may be placed in a dark cellar, covering 
each bulb with an inverted pot, and watering them only once a week until they have started sui- 
ficiently to remove to the parlor, where they may be treated in the same manner we have detailed 
above. Ifdesirable to have them bloom late in the spring, they may be kept in the frame till 
April, if protected from frost, when, if brought into the greenhouse or sitting-room they will re- 
main in bloom until those planted in the garden are in flower. 


Cuiture of the Hyacinth in Glasses. 


The Hyacinth grows well in glasses; aud when properly managed, very fine spikes of blossoms 
may be obtained. The best time to begin is the month of October, planting successively every 
fortnight, to obtain a constant bloom till March. Useonly rain or spring water. Fill the glasses 
with water, and place the bulb so that the roots will just come in contact with it, without im- 
mersing them too deep; set them in adark rather cool closet, or on a shelf in the cellar; here 
they may remain, examining them occasionally, until they have pushed young rootlets, which 
will be usually in three or four weeks, when they should be removed to any place which is well- 
lignted and warm, such as the window of the sitting-room, or a flower-stand near a window with 
a southern aspect, keeping them from the direct sun until they have resumed their deep green 
tint ; after which they may be kept as near the glass as possible, turning them round from time 
totime. After a while, as the roots extend, the water in the glass will sometimes become fetid, 
and, on close inspection it will be observed that the points of the young roots are covered 
with a slimy substance. This should of course be removed; take the roots out very carefully, 
and lay them, bulb and all,in a pan of clean water; give them a slight washing by passing the 
roots gently through the hand. Wash out the glasses clean, fill with soft water of the same 
temperature, and replace the roots, doing all carefully, so as not to injure or break them, which 
would check their growth. Once in three or four weeks the water should be turned off, and fresh 
supplied. No further care will be necessary. 

This is the mode in which the Hyacinth is grown in great perfection; but, for the informafion 
of those who like a few simple rules, we give the following by Mr. Paul:— . 

1. If you choose your own bulbs, look out for weight as well as size; be sure, also, that the 
base of the bulb is sound. f 

= Usé the single kinds only ; because they are earlier, hardier, and generally preferable for 
glasses. 

om Set the bulb in the glass so that the lower end is almost, but not quite, in contact with the 
water.

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4. Use rain or pond water. 

5. Do not change the water, but keep a small lump of charcoal at the bottom of the glass. 

6. Fill up the glasses with water, as the level sinks by the feeling of the roots and by vevapo- 
ration. 

7. When the bulb is placed, put the glass in a cool, dark cupboard, or in any place where light 
is excluded, there to remain for about six weeks, as the roots feed more freely in the dark. 

8. When the roots are freely developed, and the flower-spike is pushing into life, (which will be 
in about six weeks,) remove, by degrees, to full light and air. 

9. The more licht and air given from the time the fiower shows color, the shorter will be the 
leaves and spike, and brighter will be the colors of the flowers. i ; 

‘The cultivation of Hyacinths in glasses,” Mr. Paul writes, “fis a delightful recreation, and is 
accessible to rich and poor, young and old, and fraught with so many pleasing incidents and ad- 
ventures, that I am not surprised vw ind these beautiful traits of modern gardening are generally 
practised.” } 

‘‘Nothing is easier than to grow Hyacinths in glasses, provided the cultivator purchases good 
sound bulbs. Nothing can be more interesting than to watch the development of root and leaf 
and flower. The springing-up of the leaves in winter, when the vegetable world is in a state of 
rest, is a refreshing harbinger of returning spring. The rapid growth of the flower-spike is 
hardly a trial of patience to the least patient, and the flush of blossoms places in his hands a cheap 
and finished object of beauty. 

‘¢ Well they reward thy toil. 
The sight is pleased, the scent regaled; 
Each opening blossom freely breathes around 
Its gratitude, and thanks him with its sweets.” 


Management after Blooming, &c. 


Bulbs flowered in glasses are generally so much weakened that they are hardly worth preserv- 
ing. If, however, they are taken out of the water, and laid away in a pot of earth or sand without 
water till the foliage decays, they may be planted out in the ground the succeeding autumn, 
where they will eventually make good flowering bulbs Those in pots, if treated inthe same way, 
will flower the following year, but not so large and fine. For the bulbs in beds we advise the fol- 
lowing treatment:— 

When the blossoms have faded, the flower-stalks should be cut off; and, as soon as the leaves 
have made full growth, and assume a yellow tinge (generally the middle of June,) the bulbs should 
be carefully taken up, and the decaying foliage cut off to within three or four inches of the top; 
they should then be laid upon their sides in sandy earth, and should be covered with two or three 
inches of soil; here they may remain for two or three weeks, until the foliage is perfectly dry ; 
when they may be taken up, cleared of all loose leaves, and put away in paper bags or boxes ina 
dry room until the return of the season for planting, in October or November.

THE 2E are a variety of opinions in regard to the relative beauty of the single and double 
Hyacitths; some cultivators fancying the single, while others prefer the double. More de- 
pends upon the form and general ‘outline of the whole spike of bloom, than upon the indi- 
vidual flowers of which it is composed; both are beautiful, and each possesses merits of its” 
own The bells of the double varieties are often larger than the single, while those of the 
latter are much more numerous, and the spikes ef bloom more compact and symmetrical.— 
The single sorts are also earlier, bloom freely, and are best adapted for the more artificial 
modes of culture in water, sand, &c.

SMOWDROPS. 


The pretty Snowdrop, ‘‘in habit white and plain,’ is the first of all flowers to herald the approach 
ofspring. Long before any other flower, it shoots up its slender stem, and displays its white, 
drooping corals, while the spotlesss snow still covers the shady recesses of the garden. They flourish 
well in any soil, and bloom best if not disturbed oftener than every three years. Like the Crocus, 
they should be planted in little groups of ten to twenty, when they shoot up and form masses of 
pure white blossoms. Being dwarf, they should, when planted in the garden, be set near the edge 
of walks. where they show to advantage. For lawns, they are particularly valuable. and continue 
to bloom without any care for years in succession. The constant cuttting of the grass does not in- 
jure them, and they have a highly decorative appearance. They also flourish well in sand or moss, 
or in pots or baskets. ;

GBOCUS. 


As one of the earliest of spring flowers, often displaying its blossoms in a sunny spot while the 
snow hi covers the ground, the Crocus is a universal favorite. It is dwarf and compact in habit of 
growth, combining in its present improved state all the essential shades of color for producing har- 
monious effect, and flourishes well in all soilsand situations. One of the great charasteristics of 
the Crocus is its suitability for planting near the margin, or edges, of flower borders, beds, &c., 
where it does not require removal; or for forming lines and fancy groups, arranged in the order of 
their colors, in prominent positions, where, after blooming. they may be removed, and their places 
filled with bedding-plants or annuals. For lawns, where they approach the house, for sunny banks, 
and the front yards of city houses, where there are but a few yards of grass or border, they are ad- 
mirable orn:ments, sending up masses of yellow, blue, white, or variegated flowers as soon as the 
snow leaves the ground, and the warm rays of the spring sun bring them into life and beauty. 
There are few objects which are more pleasnat to the city pedestrian than amass of Crocus blos- 
soms in the sunny border of the city garden in March, while the pavements are yet covered with 
ice. And what gives greaterattractiveness to the parlor-window than a few pots of Crocus, studded 
with blossoms, reminding us of the coming summer? 


Culture in Pots, Vases and FGaskets. : 

The Crocus is raised in perfection in pots, either of the usual form, or those of fanciful shape, 
like the hedgehog, in which they are so often planted. To secure a succession, commence planting 
early in October. Use ordinary garden-soil, enriched with leaf-mould or old manure, and, after 
well draining the pots, plant six or eight bulbsin each: cover aninch deep, and when finished, 
plunge the whole ina frame; covering With an inch or two of light soil or sand. There they may 
remain till the leaves appear, when they may be removed, neatly surfaced, and taken to the sitting- 
room or green house. For a succession, plant every two weeks, and manage in the same manner. 

Fancy saucers, pots, vases, or baskets may be filled with sand or fine moss, the bulbs planted 
and placed in a cool frame or dark place for a few weeks, when they will begin to grow, an should 
be brought to the light, and watered, applying it more freely as the growth and bloom advance, 


Culture in the Garden. 

We hardly need to give advice for the garden-ceulture of the Crocus. For if planted in any light, 
rich ground two inches deep, they succeed without further care. But they should not be set out 
here and there, or planted sparingly: if is only in masses that they become effective and beautiful. 
Ten, twenty, or fifty may be planted in a small space; and when the flowers appear, such space will 
be covered with blossoms: on embankments or the lawn, they may be planted under the sod, 
through which the leaves and flowers will readily grow. A circular bed, srurounded with three 
lines. one white, one blue, and one yellow, has a fine effect, and the edgings of beds look well with 
one or more parallel rows. Always plant about two inches deep, and two or three inches apart 
Plant any time from October until the ground freezes too hard.

BIBIBS. 


The Lily stands pre-eminent among all flowering bulbs. Stately in habit, varied in color, highly 
fragrant, perfectly hardy, easily cultivated, and blooming from June until fall, they can claim as 
they fully deserve, a prominent place in the largest or smallest garden. 

The old White Lilly has been cultivated in England, from “‘time immemorial,” and, for a long 
period, there were few other species known. But with the addition of our native American sorts, 
and the recent acquisitions from Japan, the number now is upwards of fifty. The glorious L. AU- 
RATUM, or golden-banded, has given new lustre toa class of plants already esteemed among the 
most beautiful we possess. 

But, notwithstanding the long period the Lily has been known, itis yet too little cultivated. 
Even the beautiful L, longiflorum is a comparative rare variety ; and the Superb Japan Lilies are 
yet coniined toa few collections. L. Brownii und Takesema, are beautiful. Our fine American 
species, L. superbum and cansdense, are rarcly seen in gardens; and the L. atrosanguineum, pom- 

nium, croceum, &c., are only familiar to lovers of the Lily. Theseshould beextensively planted 

y all who admire beautiful flowers. : 

The Japan Lilies are however the gems of the tribe, and, with the L. auratum and their hybrids, 
will constitute a new era in Lily culture, and give new charms to a group already so much admired. 

All the Lilies succeed well in common garden soil, and are nearly all quite hardy. They should 
be planted in October or November. and succeed best if not disturbed too often. Every third or 
fourth year, they may be taken up, divided. and reset. The Japan Lilies are supposed by many to 
be rather tender, and difficult of culture; but this is notso. The best mode of treatment also ap- 
plicable to all Lilies, is given below. 


Culture of Japan Tiilies in the Open Ground. 

They will, like other bulbs, grow very well in any ordinary good garden-soil; but to produce fine 
specimens fire feet high, with 20 or more flowers on a single stem, requires a bettcr-prepared and 
more favorable compost. This may be readily done by removing a portion of the old suil, and re- 
placing the same with peat or leaf mould and sand; mixing the whole well togetner to the depth 
a Ase ig or twenty inches. In such soil, they will thrive with vigor, and produce an abundance 
of flowers. : 

The best season for planting is October, though they may be set out as long as the ground re- 
mains open, or even preserved till April, and planted at that time. The bulbs should be planted 
five inches deep and twelve inchesapart. Before winter sets in, cover the bed to the depth of three 
or four inches with leaves, strawy manure, ortan. In April remove the covering, stir the surface 
ete bed, keep it clear of weeds; and in August or September they will make a magnificent dis- 
pay. 

Culture of the Japan Tuilyv in FPots. 

No plants succeed better under pot-cultivation. For this purpose plant any time from Nov, to 
Feb. Choose a compost of loam and leaf mould, with a small quantity of sand. Plant in six inch 
pots, one root in each. Give a good drainage, and cover two inches deep. When there is plenty of 
room, and an effective display is an object, six bulbs planted in a large pot, say ten or twelve inches 
in diameter, will form, when in bloom, one of the grandest shows. Place the pots in a frame as 
directed for Hyacinths, or set them in a cool part of the greenhouse, giving them but little water 
till the shoots appear, when they should be removed to a good situation near the light, and have 
more water. When six inches high, shift into eight or nine inch pots, sinking the bulb an inch 
deeper. Tie up the stems toa neat stake as they advancein growth; and, in June or July, they 
will reward tiie cultivator with a suberb array of flowers.

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POLYANTHUS NARCISSUS.

Like the Hyacinth, they may be planted from time to time, and their blooming continued 
many months in succession. 

Those planted in pots should be covered an inch over the top of the bulb. According to 
the size of the bulbs (which are Jarge), one or more may be planted in each pot. Plant 
any time from October to February. Water must not be given until the leaves begin to ap- 
pear. Those put into glasses should have fresh water once in ten days. 

Their garden culture is similar to that for the Hyacinth; but, as the bulbs are not 
so hardy, they should be planted five inches deep, and have a surface covering of threc or four 
inches of old strawy manure or leaves, to keep out severe frosts. Plant from October 
to middle of November. *

ANEMONES. 


These are highly ornamental, and admirably adapted for ordinary culture in groups or 
masses, in the flower-border, being hardier than the Ranunculus. The flowers are large, 
with large outer petals, the centre being filled with numerous small petals, like the Holy- 
hock, with very finely-cut foliage, which has a pretty effect, and they continue a long time 
in bloom. They deserve more extensive culture. : 

Their treatment is precisely like the Ranunculus, except that they are not so particular 
as to soil, and any good garden compost will grow them well.

RANUNCULUS, 


For symmetry of form, brilliancy and depth of color, of almost every hue, the Ranun- 
culus is probably unequalled by any other flower; and if its culture was as casy as the 
Tulip or Crocus, it would be the model flower of the garden. Although they can be grown 
in great perfection, it would be folly to say they can be raised without difficulty ; still they 
are so beautiful that they wi!l repay any ordinary care bestowed on them. 

They may, however, be cultivated with good success in pots or boxes, in the green-house 
or frame. by observing the following rules :— 
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Culture in Pots. 


Use pots four or five inches in diameter, or boxes of any size, and four inches deep; fill 
with good strong loamy soil, combined with old cow manure or leaf mould; fill the pots 
to within two inches of the top, place on the tubers, three in a pot, or a dozen or more in 
boxes, according to size, just cover with sand, and then fill the pots up to within half an 
inch of the top; give a good watering, and remove to a frame, just as we have directed for 
Hyacinths in pots. After four or six weeks remove them to the house, where they wil! 
soon come into bloom. 


Culture in the Open Ground. 


{f the soil is not rich and loamy, it should be replaced with fresh earth. Mark out the 
bed, four feet wide, and of any desired length; remove the soil two feet deep, and fill up 
fifteen inches with fresh soil, on which add four inches of good old rotten cow or hot-bed 
manure, surfacing it over with fresh loam, mixed with a small quantity of leaf-mould; 
level the bed and plant the roots just one and a half inches deep; place over a frame as 
soon as cold wéathcr approaches, fill it with dry leaves pressed down firm, and cover with 
sashes or boards to keep out snow and rain. In March or April, remove the leaves, and 
when the plants appear, keep them well watered till the blooming is over.

CYCLAMEN. 


Few plants present a more gay appearance in the early spring months than the Cycla- 
men. From November to May they enliven the greenhouse with their singular-shaped and 
various-colored flowers, oftenin such masses as to eclipse many more stately and conspicu- 
ous objects; vet, with such decorative qualities, they are but sparingly cultivated. 

Cuiture in Pots.—The soil should be very light and rich, containing a good part of peat 
and sand, with well rotted cow manure. They should be repotted the last of August, or 
in September, care being taken not to overpot them, the usual size being four to six inch 
pots; they should then be removed to a frame, or placed where they can be protected from 
heavy autumn rains and frosts. They wiil soon begin to put forth new leaves, and establish 
themselves in the pots, when they should be removed to the greenhouse, or a shelf near 
the glass, or to any sitting-room, where they will bloom in perfection for a long time. The 
season of blooming over, water should be given carefully ; for, allowing they take much, 
they will not bear over-watering. After the bulbs are over blooming, they should be Kept 
rather dry, and in May placed in the open air until the time for repotting. During the pe- 
riod of rest they require only an occasional watering.

DOUBLE TUBEROSES.,

Those 
started early should be supplied with a good bottom heat till May, when they may be 
shifted into pots six or seven inches wide. By the firstof June, all may be plunged outin a 
warm border, staking each plant to prevent their being broken by the wind. On the 
approach of cool weather, in September, those remaining in bloom should be removed te 
the conservatory or parlor, where they will continue in flower for a long period.
